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Ham  Plates  for  Trucks,  RVs? 


Two  separate  requests  have  been  made  by 
two  Wisconsin  Radio  Amateurs  to  permit  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  call  sign  license  plates  to  be  issued 
for  small  trucks.  Current  Wisconsin  law  allows 
those  plates  to  be  issued  only  for  passenger  cars 
and  station  wagon-type  vehicles. 

The  changes  requested  read  slightly  dif- 
f  erently. 

A  request  from  Russ  Fleming,  WB9NYG,  of 
Waunakee,  Wl,  to  Rep.  Thomas  Loftus  asks  that 
call  plates  be  permitted  on  "a  motor  home  regis¬ 
tered  for  an  annual  registration  period  under  s. 
341.29  or  341.295  or  a  motor  truck,  dual  pur¬ 
pose  motor  home  or  dual  purpose  farm  truck 
which  has  a  gross  weight  of  not  more  than  8,000 
pounds,  or  a  farm  truck  which  has  a  gross 
weight  of  not  more  than  12,000  pounds." 

A  request  from  Marshall  Kiel,  N9FVU,  of 
Tomah,  Wl,  to  Rep.  Terry  Musser  asks  for  addi¬ 
tion  of  trucks  with  a  gross  weight  of  not  more 
than  8,000  pounds  and  farm  trucks  with  gross 
weight  of  not  more  than  12,000  pounds;  no  men¬ 
tion  is  made  of  motor  homes. 

Rep.  Musser  has  drafted  Kiel's  proposal  to 
be  submitted  to  the  House  in  January.  The  fee 
for  call  sign  plate  issuance  in  Musser's  draft  is 
$10.00;  no  change  from  the  current  fee. 

Fleming's  letter  does  not  mention  fees. 

It  is  not  known  if  the  two  proposals  will  be 
consolidated,  nor  when  action  may  be  taken  by 
the  Legislature.

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PREDICTIONS 
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MORE  ABOUT  SUNSPOTS 


Sunspots,  first  discovered  by  Schwa.be  in 
1843,  vary  sinusoidally  with  time  with  an 
average  of  11  years,  although  the  last  four 
cycles  have  averaged  10.4  years.  The  rise 
from  minimum  to  maximum  is  generally  short¬ 
er  than  the  decay  back  to  minimum.  The  rise 
usually  lasts  about  four  years,  while  the  de¬ 
cay  lasts  for  the  remaining  seven  years. 

The  variation  in  number  of  sunspots  per- 
unit  time  is  only  one  of  the  parameters  that 
vary  with  sunspot  cycles  (sometimes  called 
the  solar  cycle).  The  position  of  the  spots 
also  varies.  At  the  start  of  a  cycle,,  spots 
appear  mostly  at  about  40  degrees  solar  lati¬ 
tude,  and,  as  the  cycle  progresses,  the  aver¬ 
age  latitude  gradually  drops  to  about,  five 
degrees,  at  which  time  new  cycle  spots  begin 
to  appear  at  high  latitudes. 

If  you  were  on  the  air  any  time  from 
October  15  to  November  15*  you  probably  got 
spoiled  from  the  best  overall  monthly  propa¬ 
gation  since  early  March*  1986.  Naturally  so, 
because  the  sunspots  reached,  a  one  and’  one- 
half  year  high  of  40,  as  compared  to  four  in 
September,  The  predictions  in  the  November 
issue  of  BSSS  were,  pat  on  back,  tight  or 
target. 

Look  for  better  than  average  propaga¬ 
tion  from  December  29-31  (tapering  off  for 
Straight  .  Key  Night),  January  13-14,  and  Jan¬ 
uary  26-28,  Good  times  to  go  ice  fishing 
when  props  will  be  at  their  worst  will  be 
December  22-24  (how  will  Santa  '  communi¬ 
cate?),  January  5-7,  19-20,  and  February  2-4.

A  Computer  Program  to  Log  and,  Dupe 
(Copyright  by  Robert  Curry,  KD9PR)

Besides  being  a  helpful  ARRL  Assistant 
Technical  Coordinator,  Robert  Curry, 
KD9PR*  of  Green  Bay,  has  written  a  compu¬ 
ter  program  to  log  Amateur  Radio  contacts 
which  works  on  IBM  PCs  or  their  compatibles 
(having  at  least  one  disk  drive  and  128K). 

The  program,  called  "PC  LOG",  helps  an 
operator  keep  accurate  logs  to  be  later  used 
to  search  for  QSC  information.  PC  LOG  is 
handy  for  QSOing  DX  stations,  hunting  grid 
squares,  or  working  contests,  because  it 
Automatically  checks  for  duplicate  contacts 
and  immediately  alerts  the  operator  when 
one  is  entered.  The  GRID-SQUARE  field 
could  be  used  to  enter  other  short  data,  like 
birthdays,  counties,  or  ARRL  sections,  if  you 
want  to  keep  track  of  such  information  in¬ 
stead. 

No  instruction  book  is  necessary  to 
learn  to  use  this  program.  PC  LOG  loads 
with  no  effort;  prompts  and  menus  quickly 
appear.  First,  you  are  led  through  a  series  of 
initial  entries  or  questions  in  dazzling  yellow 
letters  surrounded  by  a  white  and  red  border, 
such  as;  ENTER  YOUR  CALL,  DO  YOU 
WANT  AUTOMATIC  SERIAL  NUMBERING?, 
ENTER  DRIVE  A  OR  B,  ENTER  SAND,  and 
ENTER  MODE,  After  completing  the  setup, 
you're  into  the  main  MENU.  With  blue  letters 
on  a  yellow  background,  a  MENU  shows  five 
choices;  CHANGE  BAND  OR  MODE,  OPEN 
THE  LOG,  EDIT  A  LOG,  PRINT  A  LOG,  or 
EXIT  PROGRAM. 

I  selected  OPEN  THE  LOG  and  began  to 
give  it  careful  scrutinization.  A  QSO  screen 
appears  with  the  SERIAL  NUMBER  of  the 
QSO  near  the  top,  followed  by  mid-screen 
entry  lines  labeled  for  CALL,  G&ID 
SQUARE,  HIS  RST,  MY.  RST,  and  COM¬ 
MENTS.  For  those  of  you  working  YLs  or 
XYLs,  it  might  be  a  bit  annoying  to  find  HIS 
RST  as  an  entry  title. 

After  running  the  program  through  sev¬ 
eral  QSOs  with  some  fictitious  contacts,  I 
realized  I  had  to  go  through  all  five  fields, 
hitting  the  return  key  for  each,  in  order  to 


get  to  a  new  entry  screen.  This  could  slow 
down  entries  during  a  contest. 

Next,  1  trickily  entered  a  blank  record. 
A  "duplicate"  notice  immediately  appeared, 
a  suitable  warning  -  who  wants  'to  log  a 
contact  with  someone  who  doesn't  have  a 
CALL  anyway? 

Finally,  1  could  not  figure  out  how  to 
move  backwards  through  the  fields  to  cor¬ 
rect  a  wrong  entry,  a  necessity  when  deci¬ 
phering  a  garbled  call  that  was  prematurely 
entered.  One  solution  to  correct  an  entry  is 
to  type  MENU  in  the  CALL  field  to  return 
to  the  MENU,  then  select  EDIT  A  LOG,  find, 
the  record  and  make  the  correction;  tasks 
more  easily  handled  off-the-air. 

If  you  have  &  system  clock,  PC  LOG 
automatically  inserts  the  TIME  and  DATE  on 
QSO  records. 

When  you  PRINT  A  LOG,  you  get  a 
printout  having  column  headings  of  CALL, 
MODE,  BAND/  TIME,  DATE,  HIS  RST,  MY 
RST,  GRID,  and  SERIAL  #. 

The  particular  disk  I  reviewed  came  in 
a  plastic’  ‘box  marked  as  Color  Version  3.01 
written  in  1986.  PG  LOG  is  available  as 
"share-ware"  -  go  ahead  and  make  copies. 
But  if  you  ’ find  the  program  useful  and 
would  like  to  receive  future  updates,  please 
send  a  registration  fee  of  $20  to  Robert 
Curry. 

Reduce  your  paperwork  and  keep  track 
of  QSOs  by  giving  KD9PR's  PC  LOG  a  try.

All  Amateur  Radio  call  sign  license 
plates  in  Wisconsin  expire  in  January,  arid 
renewal  forms  for  those  2300  or  so  Wisconsin 
Amateurs  having  those  license  plates  on  their 
cars  or  station  wagons  are  either  on  their 
wav  or  have  been  received  by  now.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Russ  Fleming,  WB9NYG,  the  portion  of 
the  form  which  discusses  the  fees  is  causing 
some  confusion. 

To  clarify  the  fees: 

Since  the  plates  being  renewed  are  in  a 
ne w-plat e-issue  year,  the  fee  for  Amateur 
Radio  call  sign  license  plates  is  $35.00.  (That 
is  $25.00  for  the  regular  registration  fee, 
plus  $10.00  for  the  new  plates).  For  each 
succeeding  year,  until  the  next  new-plate- 
issue  year  (probably  about  7  years  from  now), 
the  fee  is  $25.00  par  year;  there  is  no  addi¬ 
tional  fee  per  year  for  Amateur  Radio  call 
sign  license  plates. 

The  fee  for  regular  (non-Amateur  Ra¬ 
dio)  license  plates  is  $25.00  per  year. 

The  form  seems  to  suggest  that  regular 
plates  are  only  $15.00  per  year  -  not  true! 

When  you  get  your  new  plates,  they  will 
be  the  "modern  motif  ones  -  with  the  bam, 
sunset  and  other  neat  Wisconsin  stuff  on 
them. 

A  rumor  floating  around  says  you  may 
be  able  to  keep  your  old  yellow  plates  -  not 
true,  according  to  Jeanne  Y conger  of  the 
Wisconsin  Department  of  Transportation.  It 
has  also  been  said  that,  for  a  small  fee,  you 
will  be  able  to  exchange  your  new  plates 
with  blue  numbers  and  letters  to  ones  with 
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red  numbers  and  letters  if  and  when  a 
change  to  red  is  made,  but  Ms.  Younger  had 
no  information  about  .'that  at  our  press  time.

:  )  only  one  viewpoint  but  <say  help  share  some  ideas: 

1)  .  Rake  an  itemized  list  prior  tojlpadipg1  'up  the 
equipment  you  -  are  taking  . along.  It  is  extremely 
important  to  do  this  as  one  vital  missed  item  could 
sake  you  inoperative.  Although  equipment  needs  will 
vary,  be  sure  to  bring  necessary  connection  cables, 
detachable  ac  cables,  extra  ac  aulti -outlet  strips, 
computer  software  with  backups  and  data  disks,  computer 
cards  and  interfaces,  and  an  antenna  that  will  sake  it 
to  the  next  digi  with  a.  good  signal.  Because  packet 
(at  ,  least  for  now)  has  so  many  wires  and  cables,  you 
sight  want  to. bring. basic  repair  equipment  of  soldering 
iron/solder,  dikes,  needle  nose  pliers  and  a  few  screw 
drivers  for  those1 emergency  field  repairs  that  could 
otherwise  sake  you  inoperable. 

2)  To  provide  message  traffic  printouts  you  will 
need  a  printer.  You  need  to  have  a  copy  for  the 
addressee  and  a  copy  for  file.  This  is  not  only  for 
legal  .  reasons  (third  party  traffic  records)  but  also 
for  the  ability  to  refer  back  to  previously  received 
traffic.  In  one  case  we  did  not  have  a  copy  and  were 
asked  to  relay  some  priority  traffic  to  a  distant  point 
(because  we  were  able  to  connect  with  the  receiving 
station  and  the  sending  station  could  not).  He  could 
not  help  in  this  case  since  we  no  longer  had  the  copy 
to  even  know  what  message  we  were  supposed  to  relay.

froa  a  fringe  site,  you  say  need  an  "instant  digi*  that 
can  be  quickly  installed  in  a  vehicle  and  positioned 
where  you  need  it.  Recently,  H9LI8  aade  up’  a  rig/tnc 
package  that  plugged  into  the  cigar  lighter  and  had  a 
sag  sount  five-eighth  wave  antenna.  It  was  possible  to 
install  ir*  seconds.  However,  he  advise  that  in  really 
difficult  situations,  you  say  want  a  portable  terminal 
(Tandy  sodel  100  series)  to  be  able  to  see  how  the 
instant  digi  location  works.
